The American Institute receives publications from forty-three foreign 
Societies, forty American Societies and Institutions, and fifty-nine periodi- 
cals on architecture and allied subjects. To make this material useful to 
the members of the Institute, the Board of Directors, at the Pittsburg 
Gonyention, determined to issue a Bulletin, giving an index of titles, with 
reference to date and publication, and indicating where such matter may 
be found. This index will be kept on cards in the Octagon, and will in a 
short time become valuable for reference. 

It is hoped to extend the usefulness of this Bulletin by giving Institute 
news concerning Chapters, members, and current work. In the future 
we hope to be able to republish a selection of articles from the publica- 
tions of foreign Societies, as these publications contain a large amount of 
valuable material to which few of our members have access. 

It is not proposed by the Bulletin to encroach upon the field occupied 
by any of the current architectural periodicals. 
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CHAPTER NOTES. 

The Boston Ohapter of the American Institute of Architects has ap- 
pointed committees to watch and investigate all matters of interest to the 
profession which may be presented to the State legislature for action ; to 
consider the relation of the Boston Architectural Club and the Chapter 
in respect to membership ; to consider matters relating to the American 
Architect and Building News ; the relations of Associate members of the 
American Institute of Architects and Chapter members. This Chapter 
has also appointed members on the Board of Appeals from the Building 
Commission provided by act of 1892. 

The following papers have been read before the Boston Chapter : On 
Household Sanitation and Plumbing, by Mr. J. P. Putnam ; American 
Domestic Architecture, by Messrs. B. A. Cram and J. R Coolidge, Jr.; 
a description of the arrangements of the grounds and buildings of the 
Buffalo Pan-American Exposition. The Chapter has under consideration 
the advisability of remitting $5 from the Chapter dues of all members 
who are members of the Institute. 

The Philadelphia Chapter has appointed a committee in connection 
with a committee of the T-Square Club, looking to the preservation of 
ancient, historical, and artistic monuments in and around Philadelphia, 
and is taking steps in connection with other societies toward the 
organization of an Art Federation. 

The New York Chapter has adopted an amendment to their Constitution, 
by which they remit five dollars from the Chapter dues of all members 
who are members of the American Institute of Architects. 

The Cleveland Chapter has approved a bill which is before the State 
legislature to regulate and license the practice of architecture in Ohio, and 
have protested against the proposed bill to create an Ohio State architect. 
They are taking active steps towards increasing the Chapter membership 
as well as the membership of the Institute.

The Central New York Chapter is making efforts to secure a law to 
license architects in the State of New York. The following officers have 
been elected for the year 1900 : J. H. Pierce, of Elmira, N. Y., President ; 
A. B. Trowbridge, of Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y., Vice-President; 
Arthur Normand Gibb, Ithaca, N. Y., Secretary ; C, A. Martin, Ithaca, N. Y. 
Treasurer. 

A committee has been appointed to confer with the Buffalo Chapter to 
consider the question of holding the next annual meeting of the two 
Chapters jointly in Buffalo. Messrs. Green and Cary, with the aid of 
plans and sketches, gave a description of the work being done at the 
Buffalo Pan-American Exposition, and Professor Martin gave an exhibi- 
tion of lantern slides illustrating a wheeling tour abroad. 

The Dayton Chapter, Ohio, has been formally incorporated under the 
laws of the State of Ohio. 

The Michigan Chapter has been working actively upon the revision of 
the Constitution with a view of making it conform to that of the Insti- 
tute, and it has been working to secure the enactment of a law by the 
legislature to license and register architects, as well as to procure a 
re\rision of the building law. The Chapter has endorsed the suggestion 
submitted by Messrs. St. Gaudens, McMonnies, and Stanford White for a 
peristyle and column as a bi-centennial memorial of the founding of the 
city. 

The St. Louis Chapter has appointed a member, by request, on the 
Conference Board of the Building Protectors and Building Trades Coun- 
cil of St. Louis, to assist in the adjudication of disputes. They have had 
under discussion the method of direct appointment or competition in the 
selection of architects for the proposed celebration of the Louisiana pur- 
chase, which is to take place in 1903. By a vote it was found that the 
majority favored the direct appointment of architects to design the 
principal buildings, using a method similar to the one adopted by 
the Directors of the Columbian World^s Fair, Chicago. 



The Washington Chapter has had under discussion the improper form of 
competition adopted by the commission for the Carnegie Library and the 
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municipal building in Washington, in which the architect is allowed only 
three per cent, and the building is placed in charge of a Government 
superintendent. The architect under the programme is made subordinate 
to the superintendent. 

The following Chapters have already elected delegates to the Fifth 
International Congress of Architects, July 80 to August 4, 1900, Paris : 
Boston, Mr. H. Langford WaiTen ; Washington, D. C, Mr. Jos. C. Horn- 
blower ; Kansas City, Mo., Mr. Henry Van Brunt ; Central New York, 
Mr. John V. Van Pelt ; Colorado, Mr. Ernest P. Varian ; Bhode Island, 
Mr. E. I. Nickerson ; San Francisco, Mr. Geo. H. Sanders. 

Active steps are being taken to organize Chapters of the American 
Institute of Architects in New Jersey, Baltimore, Md., Columbus, Ohio, 
and Atlanta, Ga. 

Twenty Associate members were elected after the convention in 
November, 1899, making a total of sixty new members during the year 
1899. We have applications pending for forty-five new members. 

The Institute membership in Boston, Philadelphia, Kansas City, 
Denver, and Washington has largely increased during the last year. 
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COMPETITIONS FOR GOVERNMENT BUILDINGS. 

The United States Govemment has in the three years past given the 
commission for a number of important buildings to private architects, 
either through direct selection or competitions conducted by expert 
advice and selection. The improvement in the character of Government 
work which has been the outcome of these assignments may be attributed 
to the efforts of the American Institute of Architects, which has been 
working unceasingly for more than twenty years to this end.

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OFFICE OF THE ATTORNET-QENERAL. 

The Department of Justice Building, — The jury of award: the 
Attorney-General, the Supervising Architect of the Treasury, and Mr. 
Joseph C. Hornblower. 

Competitors: George Keller, Hartford, Conn.; Carr^re & Hastings, 
New York ; G. W. & W. D. Hewitt, Philadelphia ; Kimball & Dillon, 
Omaha, Neb.; Price & Aiken, New York; Bankin & Kellogg, Philadelphia; 
Totten & Rogers, Washington, D. C; Warren & Wetmore, New York; 
J. W. Yost, Columbus, Ohio. Geo. B. Post, New York, was the successful 
competitor. 

The first estimate of the cost of the new building for the Department 
of Justice was $1,000,000, which is the amount of the present appropri- 
ation. It is contemplated, h6wever, that on account of increased cost of 
material, and changes in the scheme, the building will cost $2,000,000. 

Messrs. Eames & Young were appointed architects of the Federal prisons 
at Atlanta and Fort Leavenworth without competition. 

The estimated cost of the structure at Atlanta, as at present contem- 
plated, will be about $600,000. 

The building at Fort Leavenworth is being constructed by prison 
labor. 

NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

The Naval Academy, Annapolis, Maryland. — The original estimate for 
this work amounts to $6,000,000 ; the ultimate cost, however, depends 
upon the action of Congress. The architect is Mr. Ernest Flagg, of New 
York, and his selection was the result of his labors with the board of 
which Bear Admiral £. O. Matthews was President, appointed in 1895 
by the then Secretary of the Navy, Honorable H. A. Herbert, for the 
purpose of drawing up a plan for the reconstruction of the Naval 
Academy. 

WAB DEPARTMENT. 

Government j^rinting Office. — By act of Congress the addition to the 
Government Printing Office was placed in charge of the Chief of 
Engineers, U. S. Army, and he selected Mr. James G. Hill, of Wash- 
ington, D. C, to make designs for what the Chief Engineer considered 
the architectural portion of the building, and placed a lieutenant of 
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engineerB in oharge of the building to design and superintend the con- 
struction. Congress limited the cost of the building to $2,000,000, but 
the increased price of material made it impossible to erect the building 
for the amount fixed, and Congress during the present session has 
increased the limit by adding $439,000. 

THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

The Washington Public lAhrary, — ^A Commission, consisting of the 
Commissioners of the District, the Commissioner of Public Buildings and 
Grounds, and the President of the Library, by act of Congress, was given 
power to select the design and have charge of the erection of the Carnegie 
Library in Washington. Mr. Geo. B. Post and Mr. Henry Van Brunt, 
by the unanimous vote of the competitors, were invited to assist the 
Commission in the selection of a plan. The programme for this competi- 
tion was unfortunately not drawn with expert architectural advice, and 
many architects whose standing and work was known did not consider it 
proper, in justice to themselves, to enter the competition. Li this way the 
Commission lost the opportunity of securing the work of such members 
of the profession. Although two architects were on the jury they had no 
hand in the arrangement of the programme. The bill for this competition 
passed Congress under a protest from the Washington Chapter of the 
American Listitute of Architects. 

The clause placing the work in the hands of an officer of the Govern- 
ment, '^ peculiarly fitted for the position," and making the architect sub- 
ordinate to this official, and the reduction of the architects' fees to three per 
cent., were both considered unfortunate and tending to prevent the Gov- 
ernment from obtaining the best architectural service. A bill with similar 
clauses has been presented to Congress for a municipal building for 
Washington city, and if passed it will prevent many members of the 
profession from entering the competition. The act of Congress govern- 
ing the Library competition directed that ^^ ten architects of conspicuous 
ability and experience " should be invited to compete. This apparently 
prohibited the consideration of drawings except from the invited archi- 
tects. The Commission considered all drawings submitted. The draw- 
ings were sent in unsigned.

Mr. Carnegie has donated $350,000, which is to cover the entire ex- 
pense of the building, the act of Congress provided a site and required 
that the Government should not incur any expense in connection with the 
building.

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GENERAL NOTES. 

Mr. S. Okamoto, an architect from Tokio, Japan, called at The Octagon 
recently and presented to The American Institute of Architects two small 
boxes, each containing fifty sets of original Japanese drawings for tea 
houses. 

These drawings are made with a brush, but the lines are as fine, true 
and straight as the best straight line pen work. The drawings are folded 
on a plan line so that when the sides, partitions, and projections are 
raised to a vertical position the drawing forms a small paper model 
showing both the exterior and interior of the house. Each flap or leaf 
has drawn on its surface the exterior elevation on one side and the interior 
on the reverse. 

Mr. Okamoto also presented for the Japanese Society of Architects a 
complete set of their journals, one hundred and fifty-nine numbers. 
The illustrations in these journals show the much-to-be-regretted fact 
that the educated class of architects are following in their designs modem 
American and European methods of construction and design. The 
design for the Imperial Palace, Tokio, by Mr. Eatayama, an Honorary 
Member of the American Institute of Architects, shows a modem French 
design, and Mr. Okamoto tells me that it is to be skeleton steel construc- 
tion, and that the Carnegie Steel Works are now getting out the struc- 
tural steel. 

Japanese laborers receive thirty cents a day and carpenters and brick- 
layers fifty cents. 

The Society of Japanese Architects is composed of two classes of mem- 
bers; full members are architects educated in the modem sense, of 
which there are about sixty, and anyone who is connected with buildings, 
contractors, uneducated architects, superintendents and foremen, as sub- 
members. Of this class the Society has between seven and eight hundred 
members. The Journal is published by subscription among the members. 

Following is an extract from a letter received from Mr: Rudolph Yogel, 
of Hanover, Germany, which may be of interest : 
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Last autumn yon had the kindness of sending me the publications of the American 
Institute of Architects at the request of my friend Mr. George Keller, of Hartford, 
Oonn. I thank you very much for it, and am able to tell you now that your kindness 
was very fruitful and helped us a great deal in pushing the question of founding a 
similar institute in Germany. I founded first a kind of Chapter in Hanover, and 
worked upon the other associations in Germany, partly through the Deutsche Bau- 
hUtte, my paper, partly by personal influence and lectures. 

So the matter has grown so far that we will be able to start this fall the creation of 
the German Institute of Architects. Besides, I have been very hard at work to stir 
the burning question of creating a lawful protection of title and professional practice 
of architecture. Prospects seem to be hopeful in connection with the German Insti- 
tute of Architects. 

The papers you have sent me in this connection were also very useful, and seem 
through my paper to have raised a movement in the same direction in Norway. Owing 
all of this to the help which the American Institute of Architects gave us so willingly, 
I learned to see how important a closer international connection would be. 

Therefore, I think it might be very useful for the mutual interest of American and 
German architectural countries if a closer relation could be gained. 

By this letter it will be seen that our method of organization is appre- 
ciated, and the methods of the new country are extending to the old 
world.

The papers and addresses read before the Oonvenidon of the Institiite 
in Washington last December, have attracted attention abroad ; many of 
them haying been republished in seyeral of the English periodicals. 

The papers on the Ghrouping of GoTemment Buildings, read before 
the Contention of the Institute, December 14, 1900, were considered of 
such Talue by the TT. S. Senate that a resolution was passed ordering 
their publication as a Senate Document. These papers are now in the 
hands of the Government Printing Office, and will be published with 
from 76 to 80 illustrations. When issued it will make an interesting and 
valuable work on this important topic. A copy will be sent to each 
member of the Institute.

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SUOGESTIONS FOR THE CONDUCT OF ABOHITEOnjRAL 
COMPETITIONS.* 

BT THE BOTAL INBTITUTB OF BBITISH ABGHITI0T8. 

1. The Promoters of an intended Competition should, as their first stepj 
appoint one or more professional Assessors, architects of established 
reputation, whose appointment should be published in the original adver- 
tisements and instructions, and whose decision should govern the selec- 
tion of the designs. 

The President of the Bojal Institute of British Architects is always 
prepared to act as honorary adviser to Promoters in their appointment of 
Assessors. 

AU the designs sent in should be submitted to the Assessors. 

2. The duty of Assessors should be— 

^'(a.) To draw up the particulars and conditions (as far as possible in 
accordance with the principles set forth in these Suggestions) as 
instructions to competitors, and also to advise upon the question of 
cosi" 

(5.) To determine whether the designs conform to the instructions, and 
to exclude any which do not. 

(c.) To advise the Promoters on the relative merits of the designs 
admitted to the competition, and to make a selection in accordance 
with the conditions. 
8. Every Promoter of a Competition, and every Assessor engaged upon 

it, and any employe of either, should abstain absolutely from competing 

and from acting as architect, for the proposed work. 
4. The number and scale of the required drawings should be distinctly 

set forth, and they should not be more in number, or to a larger scale 

than necessary to clearly explain the design. Perspective drawings are 

not necessary ; but if the Assessor advises that they are desirable it 

should be so stated ; and such drawing should be uniform in size, number, 

mode of colouring, mounting, or framing (if any), &c. 

* The above code of competitions adopted by the B. L B. A. is of peculiar in- 
terest for comparison with the code recently adopted by the A. L A. 

(From the Journal of The Boyal Institute of British Architects, YoL YIU, Third 
Series, No. 6). 
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5. Competitions should be conducted in one of the following ways: 

(A) By advertisement, inviting architects willing to compete for the 
intended work to send in designs. The Promoters, with the advice 
of the Assessor or Assessors, should make their selection from such 
designs. The author of the design awarded the first place should be 
employed to carry out the work. 

(B) By advertisement, inviting architects willing to compete for the 
intended work to send in their names by a given day ; with such 
other information as the candidate may think likely to advance his 
claim to be admitted to the Oompetition. 

From these names the Promoters, with the advice of the Assessor 
or Assessors, should select: (a) an architect to carry out the work; 
or (b) a limited number to compete, and each Competitor thus se- 
lected should receive a specified sum for the preparation of his 
design. The author of the design awarded the first place should be 
employed to carry out the work. 
(0) By personal invitation to a limited number of selected architects, 
to join in a Competition for the intended work. Each competitor 
should receive a specified sum for the preparation of his design. 
The author of the design awarded the first place should be employed 
to carry out the work. 

6. No design should bear any motto, device, or distinguishing mark; 
but all designs should be numb^ed by the Promoters in order of receipt 
Any attempt to infiuence the decision of the Promoters, or of the Assessor 
or Assessors, should disqualify a competitor. 

7. In every case the amount of premium or remuneration for the com- 
petitive designs should be fixed under the advice of the Assessor or 
Assessors and ahoiUd be paid in addition to the ueual pro/eesioncU 
charges for carrying out the work. 

8. Where a deposit is required for supplying the instructions, it should 
be returned either on the receipt of a bona fide design, or if the applicant 
declines to compete and returns the said instructions within a month after 
their receipt. 

9. Each design should be accompanied by a declaration, signed by the 
competitor, stating that the design is his own personal work, and thai the 
drawings have been prepared under his own supervision. 
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10. A design should be excluded from a competitioii — 

(a) If sent in after the period named (accident in transit excepted); 

(b) If it does not substantially giye the accommodations asked for ; 

(c) If it exceeds the limits of site as shown on the plan issued by 
the Promoters, the figured dimensions on which should be adhered 
to until officially altered ; 

{d) If the Assessor or Assessors should determine that its probable 
cost will exceed the outlay stated in the instructions, or the estimate 
of the competitor should no outlay be stated ; provided always that 
should the Assessor or Assessors not have been consulted in the first 
instance respecting the cost, as recommended in paragraph (a) of 
Clause 2, and should he or they be of opinion that the outlay stated 
in the instructions is inadequate for the proper execution of the pro- 
posed works, the Assessor or Assessors shall not be bound in the se- 
lection of a design by the amount named in such instructions, but the 
question of cost shall nevertheless be a material element in the con- 
sideration of the award; 

(e) If any of the other instructions are violated. 

11. It is desirable that all designs submitted in a competition, except 
any excluded under Clause 9, should, with the consent of the authors, be 
publicly exhibited after the award has been made, which award should be 
published at the time of exhibition. 

12. The architect whose design may be selected as the best should 
be employed to carry out the work, and he should be paid in accordance 
with the Schedule of '< Prof essional Practice as to the Charges of 
Architects," sanctioned and published by the Boyal Institute. If 
no instructions are given to him to proceed within twelve months 
from the date of the selection, he should receive adequate compensation 
in addition to the premium (if any) awarded to him. In the event 
of a part only of his original design being carried out, he should be 
paid a sum to be agreed upon in respect of the deferred portion, such 
sum to be merged in the usual professional charge when the completion 
of the design is proceeded with. 

It should he understood thcU the Royal Institute issues these Sugges- 
tions as a guide to Promoters where a Competition has been decided upon^ 
but not as necessarily recommending t?^ principle of competition.
